Mr.  Saunders,  distinguished  guests,  fellow  grad- 
uates, ladies  and  gentlemen: 

Many  of  you,  right  now,  are  remembering  the 
night  you  graduated  from  high  school  —  the  ex- 
cite m  em  of  seeing  former  classmates  and  renewing 
old  acq uaintances;  of  meeting  teachers,  not  as 
tyrants,  but  as  friends;  of  wandering  down  the 
familiar  corridors  once  more;  and  above  all,  of 
walking  across  the  stage  to  shake  the  hand  of  a 
dignitary  and  receive  that  hard-work ed-for  diplo- 
ma. And  yet  for  some  of  us  this  is  the  night,  the 
climax  of  the  activities  of  the  past  5  years,  grad- 
uation night. 

We  first  walked  up  the  front  steps  of  S.C.I.  & 
T.S.  as  Grade  IX  students,  the  strained  look  of 
confidence  on  our  faces  covering  the  fear  and 
excitement  in  our  hearts.  Could  anyone  tell  we 
were  new  here?  What  a  bewildering  number  of 
teachers,  all  of  whose  names  it  was  necessary  to 
remember  and  the  endless  seating  plans.  Grade 
IX,  the  year  of  timidness  at  football  games,  of 
hero-worshipping  the  Grade  XIII  students  and 
the  beginning  of  friendships  that  would  last 
tli rough  all  our  high  school  days,  and  beyond. 

As  students  in  Grade  X  we  walked  with  con- 
fidence up  those  steps,  smugly  looking  down  on 
the  bewildered  faces  of  our  successors  to  the  de- 
spised name,  "Grade  niners".  For  many  of  us. 
Grade  X  was  the  first  year  for  taking  part  in 
inter- school  athletics  and  there  was  a  sense  of 
pride  and  duty  in  realizing  it  was  up  to  us  to  give 
our  school  a  place  of  prominence  in  the  city,  the 
acknowledged  name  "the  Best  in  Sarnia". 

Grade  XI,  our  high  school  careers  half  over, 
and  what  did  we  have  to  show  for  it?  An  Inter- 
mediate Graduation  Diploma?  A  basketball  tab? 
A  hazy  idea  of  geometry  theorems  or  perhaps  the 
principles  of  business  practice?  This  was  the  year 
to  DO  something  specific  —  to  offer  at  least  one 
opinion  in  a  history  discussion,  with  or  without 
the  encouragement  of  Mr.  Steven's  pointed  yard- 
stick; to  make  the  first  string  football  team;  to  take 
our  little  books  home  and  get  an  A  in  French;  to 
win  a  school  letter  —  these  were  the  aims.  And 
somehow  in  the  maze  of  campaign  speeches, 
books,  vol  ley  balls,  and  car  wahses  Grade  XI  too 
passed . 

Seniors  at  last!  Surprisingly  enough  it  was  not 
as  attractive  as  it  h ad  seemed  to  be  in  looking 
forward  to  it  back  in  Grade  IX.  It  was  a  busy 
year,  squeezing  homework  between  athletic  events 
and  club  meetings.  For  commercial  and  technical 
students  it  was  the  last  year  —  the  year  to  write  a 
perfect  NOMA  paper,  to  show  up  the  Grade  XIII 
students  in  the  final  chemistry  exam,  the  year  to 
choose  a  career,  to  apply  for  a  job  and  work  to 
meet  the  req uirements  of  that  position. 

And  for  the  rest  of  us,  our  final  year  came 
quickly.  We  cheered  lustily  and  wholeheartedly  at 
the  football  games  with  true  school  spirit,  we  tried 
to  make  the  S.C.I.  &  T.S.  Revue  the  best  ever,  the 
school  magazine  one  to  remember,  to  set  prece- 
dents which  we  secretly  hoped  would  never  be 
'quailed.  But  undei  our  enthusiasm  and  outward 
non-chalance,  we  felt  an  element  of  fear.  Were 


those  departmental  exams  really  as  hard  as 
everyone  said?  What  if  our  efforts  in  other  years 
were  wasted  by  a  temporary  loss  of  memory  at 
the  very  end ?  But  the  exams  came  and  with  them 
all  the  ceremony  of  numbered  desks,  sealed  en- 
velopes, and  affadavits  testifying  to  our  honesty. 
Then  the  results  were  announced  .  .  .  and  here  we 
stand,  at  the  end  of  five  years,  clutching  our 
diplomas  and  looking  toward  the  future. 

The  French  translation  of  "valedictory"  is 
"discours  d 'adieu",  "good-bye  speech".  Tonight 
we  must  say  good-bye  to  many  of  our  friends  who 
h ave  made  our  high  school  days  so  enjoyable. 
We  have  matured  together  sharing  laughter,  sor- 
row, pride,  and  disappointment.  May  we  never 
forget  each  other  in  the  years  to  come. 

But  tonight  is  also  the  "commencement",  the 
time  for  stepping  forth  into  the  unknown  alone 
but  we  go  with  the  knowledge  that  there  is  One  of 
all  wisdom  Who  guides  us,  Whose  Word  is  a 
"lamp  to  our  feet  and  a  light  to  our  path". 

In  our  excitement  tonight  let  us  not  forget  to 
acknowledge  those  who  have  led  us. 
Our  teachers  —  We  h ated  your  tests  and  your 
homework  assignments,  but  we  hated  them  with 
the  realization  that  they  were  a  very  necessary 
part  of  our  education.  We  admired  you  for  under- 
standing that  we  did  not  mean  the  nicknames  we 
gave  you,  for  tolerating  our  stubborn  opinions  in 
discussions,  and  for  spending  time  with  us  indi- 
vidually when  we  were  discouraged  and  confused. 
We  learned  to  respect  you  as  humans  with  feelings 
like  our  own. 

Our  parents  —  For  the  encouragement  you  gave 
us  when  books  seemed  so  uninviting,  for  the  help 
you  tried  to  give  us  with  our  homework,  for  the 
feeling  of  failure  you  felt  which  somehow  was 
transmitted  to  us  when  we  failed,  and  for  the 
proud  smiles  you  gave  us  when  we  succeeded  and 
above  all  for  the  faith  and  confidence  you  gave 
us  in  ourselves  —  for  these  things  we  are  grateful.

citement of  the  opening  night  of  S.C.I.  &  T.S.  Re- 
vue, the  tenseness  of  that  moment  when  books  are 
put  away  and  examination  paper  is  handed  out, 
the  cheers  and  laughter  after  a  football  victory, 
and  the  quiet  rustle  followed  by  enthusiastic 
applause  as  one  girl  of  character  and  courage 
whose  name  stands  as  a  memorial  in  this  school 
receives  a  standing  ovation,  the  beating  of  a  ball 
on  the  gym  floor  in  the  hush  before  a  final  free 
throw,  the  watery  eyes,  but  smiling  faces  of  friends 
as  we  hear  the  school  song  played  for  the  last 
time  —  these  things  we  will  never  forget  for  they 
have  become  part  of  us,  part  of  our  characters, 
and  part  of  our  future. 

May  the  knowledge  that  we  have  gained  here 
of  the  world  around  us,  the  understanding  of 
othf*  c  ami  of  ourselves  never  be  fcrgotten  and 
may  we  never  cease  to  learn.
